There are sUll many cooks out there who 
. prefer to use gadgets that employ muscle 
power Instead of electricity. Yet when It 
comes to whipping heavy cream, nothing 
-does it more-quIclUy and effkie^y than a 
powerful mixer. 

But how many homem akers can afford a 
“costly'm'achlhe? 

For Sll.95, Quick Whip from Gourmac. the 
gourmet division of H^utzler M^ufactu^g 
Co. iii CanaanrCdnii., is a fun kitchen toy 
that works. With a few limitations, of course. 
For one Ihlrfg, you can only whip half a pint 
of cream at a time. And if you do not use a 
whipped cream stabilizer, you may lose the 
foam if you leave the cream standing so

Made of white acrylic with a see-through durin; 
cylinder, the German-made gadget resem- ihcwl 


bics a cookie prc» or a pastry decorating 
tube, hi fact it 'is a decorating tube — it 
comes with four decorating tips for different 
design treatments and one filler tip. 

The whipper cylinder has a rod with a han- 
dle on one end; attached to the other end is a 
set of three muIU-hoIcd disks with metal spr- 
ings in between for -a springy pumping ac- 
tion. j . 

Cream that is placed in the scaled cylinder 
reaches a stiff consistency afler about <5 se- 
cond of long, rapid strokes with the whipper 
”tTo achieve a nice thick whip more qulddy, 
the cream and the 'gadget should be well- 
chilled). 

When the bottom cap is unscrewed, the 
desired tip can be attached so that one can 
pipe a design onto a dessert, it may be nec- 


essary to pump the whioper at least-oncc 
during the decorating p^css to get at all 


One other drawback to using it os a decor- 
ating tube Is that some cream will be Icft'In' 
the cylinder. The excess has to be spooned 
out or placed Into another pastry bag. A cap 
is provided to seal the unit for refrigerated 
storageof any leftover cream. 

A nice aspect of. the whipping tool. (aside 
from getting a tiny bit of exercise) Is that 
Jhcrc_is_y.eryJlltle chance, of ovetwhipplng- 
the cream. When using heavier beaters, you 
can overproccss the cream to a rough or 
coarse texture that breaks, if not churned 
igto butter^ The unit'is also dishwasher- 
proof. ^ 

To keep the foam and ensure stiff shapes, 
use a good whipped cream stabilizer like Dr/ 
Oetkers', available in specially food shops. Or 
add 1 teaspoon unflavorcd gelatin to a cup of 
cream, before, whipping. For flavor varia- 
tions. add the following to the cream after It 
has reached a soft foam; powdered, 


granulated or maple sugar, food color, 
'grated'orange peel, clnnamonrtnstant coffee, 
brandy, rum or cordials, vanilla and nutmeg. 

Another innovative gadget from Gourmac 
is a set of tablecloth weights (W.95) that 
look like small clothespins with heavy oval 

weights at yjc end.
